Two Convicts Escape Ohio State Pen 


Slug Guard With Heavy Steel Pipe 


COLUMBUS. O.. Nov. 4— (INS) 


—Two convicts drilled, slugged 
and shot their way to freedom 
from the Ohio State penitentiary 
here early today. A third convict, 
Findlay, Ohio's famous "milk-bot- 
tle" slayer, was so seriously 
wounded that he is expected to die. 


Arthur Brooker, 23, "*bo is serv- 


ing a life-term for murder, was 
the -wounded convict 
He succeed- 


ed in getting to a railroad ngbl- 
of-way, about 100 yards from the 
bastile, where fce was found suf- 
fering from loss of blood, about 
four hours after his escape.
